As  you  are  graduating  from  Franklin 
College  I  should  like  for  you  to  carry 
several  thoughts  with  you.  First:  I  should 
like  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  you  are 
the  products  of  the  college,  and  that  the 
college  will  be  known  by  its  fruits. 
Its  value  as  an  educational  institution  will 
be  measured  by  what  it  has  done  for  you. 
Its  future  will  be  determined  in  a  very 
large  measure  by  the  quality  of  life  which 
President  Homer  P.  Rainey  you  display. 

Second:  the  college  has  done  its  best  for  you.  It  has  offered  you  the 
best  instruction  it  could  provide  within  its  limitations.  It  has  upheld  for 
you  the  highest  ideals  of  education  and  life  which  it  knows.  The  results 
are  with  you. 

Third:  you  are  not  educated.  Education  is  a  life  process.  However, 
I  should  expect  that  your  four  years  in  the  College  have  resulted  in,  at 
least,  three  things.  (a)  You  should  have  acquired  an  intellectual  en¬ 
thusiasm  or  interest  which  you  should  carry  into  life.  This  interest  should 
be  sufficiently  strong  to  motivate  you  to  continue  the  pursuit  of  things 
intellectual.  (b)  You  should  have  developed  the  ability  and  mental 
technique  necessary  to  carry  on  your  intellectual  life.  You  should  know 
how  to  think,  (c)  Your  four  years  here  should  have  given  you  a  much 
higher  concept  of  values.  You  should  possess  a  much  keener  appreciation 
of  human  worth  than  you  had  when  you  entered.  You  should  have  a  fine 
appreciation  for  "the  things  that  make  a  difference.”  You  should  pos¬ 
sess  the  ability  to  create  worthy  criteria  of  values  upon  which  to  base 
your  conduct.  I  ask  you,  therefore,  to  evaluate  your  four  years  here  in 
terms  of  these  criteria. 

Fourth:  Franklin  is  still  your  college.  May  its  interests  always  be 
yours.  Be  a  loyal  friend  to  it.  Help  make  its  future  even  more  glorious 
than  its  past.

Franklin  entered  the  game  with  Indiana  Central,  the  first  game  of  the  192  8  Gold  and  Blue  gridiron 
season,  with  a  very  inexperienced  squad.

The  records  show 
ten  victories  out  of  seventeen  games,  and  when  one  considers  the  fact  that  they  played  the  best  teams 
of  the  state  and  were  not  defeated  by  more  than  eight  points  by  any  state  team,  the  record  is  indeed 
enviable. 

The  season  opened  with  an  abundance  of  offensive  material  on  hand,  but  defensive  strength  was 
lacking.  Montgomery  and  Henderson  were  soon  singled  out  by  Coach  Wagner  for  the  guard  positions 
and  before  the  season  was  over  they  were  able  to  take  care  of  themselves  against  any  offensive  com¬ 
bination.  Wooden,  Freeman,  and  Shirley  were  the  offensive  team.  Underwood,  Combs,  Greene,  and 
Surface,  the  latter  a  freshman,  rendered  valuable  service  throughout  the  season  as  substitutes. 

Since  practically  the  same  team  will  be  back  next  year,  everyone  is  looking  to  Coach  Wagner  for  an 
even  more  successful  team  in  193  0.

In  a  typical  first  of  the  season  game  Franklin  defeated  Indiana  Central.  47-41.  The  game 
was  characterized  by  awkward  playing  and  plenty  of  fight.

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Reserves 

The  reserve  basketball  team,  composed  mostly  of  freshmen,  cer¬ 
tainly  made  a  splendid  showing  this  season.  The  second  string  boys  won 
six  out  of  ten  games  played  and  developed  considerable  strength  as  the 
season  progressed.  The  reserves  boast  victories  over  the  reserve  squads  of 
Butler,  Earlham,  Muncie  Normal,  and  other  schools  of  the  state. 
The  regular  playing  combination  was  composed  of  J.  Green,  Robbins, 
Downey,  Anadell  and  Myers;  while  Conner  and  Rund  saw  action  in 
several  games.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  players  of  experience  and 
ability  are  preparing  to  step  into  varsity  positions.  With  one  exception 
the  above  mentioned  men  were  freshmen,  so  some  real  players  may  be 
expected  to  develop  from  this  group.
